OLD DISPUTE OVER

118 Vessels Caught in Har-

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 30. 


—A general maritime strike crippled 
Pacific Coast shipping today and 
spread its effects to other in- 


dustries. 

Thirty-seven thousand ship and 
dock workers were ordered off 
their jobs at midnight after failure 
of efforts to set up new working 


agreements between shipowners 
and seven federated unions. 

From Seattie to San Diego men 
left their work and started picket- 
ing the wharves. Their number 
will be increased steadily as ships 
return from the Orient, Alaska and 
South America. 

The strike caught 118 ships in 
port. Some are foreign: craft. They 
probably will: sail with whatever 
cargo had been loaded when the 
strike call was issued, 

The situation was further compli- 
cated here when 1000 members of 
the Warehousemen’s Unions walked 


with the exception . affix: 
grocery plants, which ha . 
Pp. m. to reach an agreement on 
proposed contracts. The warehouse- 
men seek union recognition, wage 
increases and a 40-hour week. 

Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins interrupted a campaign trip at 
Buffalo, N. ¥., and telephoned sev- 
eral times, possibly to Assistant 
Secretary McGrady, and declared 
she was convinced “the strike in- 
volves nothing that cannot be. ar- 
ranged by adjustment and negotia- 
tion.” 

Extra Police Precautions. 

Police chiefs ordered extra forces 
of men to the waterfront and pri- 
vate companies posted their own 
guards. Four hundred policemen 
were assigned to duty in both San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 

The flow of foreign trade through 
Pacific Coast ports, estimated by 
the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce Marine Exchange at 
about 300,000 tons of cargo daily, 
was stopped. It had been greatly 
increased in recent months with 
heavy fruit exports to Eastern 
cities and Ettrrope and advance 
shipments in expectation of the tie- 
up, three times delayed by the 
Federal mediators. 

Industries relying. chiefly on 
water shipments may be forced to 
close if the strike lasts. Chief 
among these are the sugar indus- 
tries of California and the lumber 
industry of the Northwest. 


Negotiations Continue. 

Negotiations toward new agree-

The President kept his list of ap- 
pointments down and canceled the 
customary Friday press conference 
in order to devote as much time as 
possible to the two speeches and 
particularly to the closing address 
of his campaign for re-election. The 
challenge last night by his Repub- 
lican rival, Gov. Landon, to state 
his position on the NRA and the 
AAA excited speculation in the 
Rooseevit camp,in which this cor- 
respondent will not join, as to what 
the President at Madison Square 
Garden may say about legislation 
similar to the NRA. A hint that 
he might say something is béing 
deduced from his remark at his 
press conference last Tuesday re- 
ferring reporters who questioned 
him about the NRA to his speeches, 
past and “future.” Some in the 
Roosevelt camp believe that the 
President intends to pve specific in 
his closing talk to the nation, This 
would give the opposition very little 
opportunity to reply, only one day 
aside from Sunday intervening be- 
fore election. 


But others think the President 
himself may believe it is safer to 
stick to the agreeable reassurances 
that have characterized his cam- 
paign utterances up to the present. 
He has every reason to believe, in 
so far as crowds and enthusiasm 
go, that this method is sufficient to 


assure his re-election. 
Philadelphia’s Big Display. 


Yesterday was another day of 
huge crowds and milling thousands 
who pressed close to the President's 
motor car, eager for even a fleeting 
glimpse of him. The demonstration 
for 32 blocks in Philadelphia late 
yesterday afternoon was as over- 
whelming as anything that has been 
seen in the campaign, with the pos- 


sible exception of Chicago. 

Once again police lines were 
wholly inadequate and the presi- 
dential party rode at a walking pace 
through crowds that extended from 
the middle of the street to the 
building line on both sides. The 
windows of office buildings up to 
the fifteenth floor were massed 
with onlookers who cheered and 
threw down confetti, 

Senator Guffey of Pennsylvania 
and others who accompanied the 
President on his tour through the 
State professed to be confident 
that Roosevelt would carry Penn- 
sylvania after seeing the way in 

. which crowds turned out, It is 
plain that an effort is being made 
to create a landslide psychology. In 
New York James A. Farley, Demo- 
eratic National chairman, gives it 
as his belief that Landon will car- 
ry only two states, Maine and Ver- 
mont. 

In Kiome Town of du Ponts. 

After Philadelphia the Presi- 
dent’s train stopped at Wilmington, 
Del., and he made a brief rear 
platform talk. An enormous throng 
had assembled at the station, ex- 
tending for many blocks, and this 
particularly delighted the Presi- 
dent’s advisers because Wilming- 
ton is the home of the du Ponts, 
founders of the American Liberty 
League and chief contributors to 
the Republican campaign chest. 

At Wilmington the President's 
talk consisted almost entirely of a 
long quotation on liberty from 
Abraham. Lincoln’s address at the 
Sanitary Fair in Baltimore in 1864. 
It was most adroitly selected to 
suggest that Liberty League liberty 
was, in Lincoln's view, tyranny and 
a form of bondage.

HOOVER CITES REGISTRATION 
INCREASE AS GOOD OMEN 


“New Votes Are 
Protest Votes.” 
By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Colo., Oct. 30.—Former 
President Herbert Hoover described 
“enormous increases in registration 
all over the country” today as a 
factor supporting his confidence of 
victory for Gov. Alf M. Landon 
next Tuesday. : 

“All our previous experience has 
shown that new votes are cast as 
protest votes,” Hoover told report- 
ers following his arrival here to ad- 
dress a Republican rally tonight.

Court Action Over Discharge.

Testimony to Establish Finan- 
cier’s Place of Residence to 
Be Taken Novy, 18. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 30. — The 
first phase in the litigation over 
the huge fortune left by .Col. Ed- 


ward H. R. Green, son of Hetty 
Green, ended today with the con- 
clusion of testimony concerning a 
pre-nuptial agreement by which his 
widow waived her rights to his es- 
tate. 

The widow, Mrs. Mabel Harlow 
Green, contends that when she 
signed the agreement before her 
marriage in 1917, she was told its 
purpose was to provide her with 
“pin money.” The agreement gave 
her an annuity of $18,000 for life. 

The next hearing will be Nov. 18 
when Surrogate Harry E. Owen of 
Essex County, will hear testimony 
concerning Col. Green’s residence. 
Three states, New York, Massachu- 
setts and Texas, are seeking inheri- 
tance taxes on the estate, which is 
estimated at more than $70,000,000. 
Florida, where Col. Green main- 
tained a winter residence, also may 
file a claim. 

The only witness at today’s hear- 
ing was Walter P. Allen, Terrell 
(Tex.) banker, who testified yes- 
terday Mrs. Green had admitted to 
him four years ago that she had 
signed away her rights to the es 
tate. Mrs. Green’s testimony was 
that she did not knoW she had 
waived her rights until the agree- 
ment was read to her by her law- 
yer after Green’s death last June. 

Allen was questioned today by 
George Wharton Pepper, one of 
Mrs. Green’s counsel, as to why 
he had withheld this information 
when lawyers for Mrs. Green had 
questioned him several weeks ago, 
and then had given it to counsel for 
Mrs. Matthew Astor Wilks, sister 
of Green and sole beneficiary under 
his will. 

Allen said he had been a lifelong 
friend of Green and that when he 
learned Mrs. Green had charged 
she was tricked into signing the 
waiver agreement, he felt it was his 
duty to tell Mrs. Wilks’ attorneys 
what Mrs. Green had told him. 

At the conclusion of today’s 
hearing, appraisers appointed by 
Surrogate Owen began the task of 
determining the value of Green’s 
property in New York State. 

A great part of the fortune is 
represented by an extensive collec- 
tion of stamps, coins and precious 
stones, which Green kept at his 
apartment in a hotel. The value of 
this collection alone has been esti- 
mated to be in the millions, but the 
appraisers admitted it would be 
many months before the valuation 
could be fixed. 

There was one report that in a 
value of a New York bank Green 
kept a small wooden chest about a 
foot long and four inches deep filled 
with uncut diamonds.

OCTOBER TAX COLLECTIONS 
AHEAD OF LAST YEAR'S 


$6,124,000 Taken in Through 

Wednesday, as Compared With 

$4,439,000 Year Ago. 

Receipts of general taxes at Col- 
lector William F. Baumann’s office 
in October, through Wednesday, 
have aggregated $6,124,574, com- 
pared with $4,439,972 on the same 
date last year. Collections for all 
of last October were $11,051,053, 
but it was thought remittances yes- 
terday, today and tomorrow might 
make the current month’s total 
even higher. 

Payments of current city and 
school taxes in October were sub- 
ject to a discount of % of 1 per 
cent, while the discount will be % 
of 1 per cent next month and % 
of 1 per cent in December.

Has Crowd Laughing. 

Earlier in his address, Landon 
had the crowd laughing with him 
when he gave his version of the 
President’s plans for industry. 

“He pays tribute to free initiative 
at Chicago on a Wednesday and to 
planned economy at Detroit on a 
Thursday,” Landon declared. 

“One day the President’s son says 
the NRA will be revived. The 
next day the President’s son says 
it will not. When the President 
was asked about NRA last Tuesday 
in a press conference he said: “You 
pays your money and you takes 
your choice.” What does he mean? 

“The answer is: No one can be 
sure.” 


and political program, Landon re- 
peated what he has said in previous 
addresses. He received little re- 
sponse from his New York audience 
when he gave his program for ag- 
riculture, although the cheering was 
general when he declared that the 
New Deal had not only failed to 
correct the basic ills of agriculture 
but had added to them. 

His remarks on industry were 
better received and it was evident 
that the crowd enjoyed his flog- 
ging of the NRA and his pledge to 
strengthen and enforce the anti- 
trust laws without fear or favor. 
His further general solution for the 
industrial situation was a statement 
early in his address that he be- 
lieved in the American system of 
free enterprise “regulated by law.” 

Except for his remarks on anti- 
trust laws, he did not say how far 
the regulation by law should ex- 
tend, beyond the statement that 
there could be no confidence when 
the Government threatens to con- 
trol every detail of our economic 
life. 

Social Secarity Law. 

In keeping with the Republican 
National Committee’s attack on the 
Social Security Law payroll tax, 
Landon devoted a large part of his 
address to this law, which he called 
a fraud on the workers, and de- 
cl.red that his party proposed “to 
replace this unworkable hodge- 


and financially sound.” 

He received more than perfunc- 
tory applause when he said “We 
propose that the funds for security 
payments shall be provided as we 
go along. We propose that they 
shall be obtained from a direct and 
specific tax widely distributed. We 
propose that all American citizens 
shall receive whatever additional 
income is necessary to keep them 
from need.” 

Coming to the New Deal position 

on these taxes, Landon asked’ what 
the President proposed to do about 
them. 
“Is he going to continue a plan 
that takes money from the workers 
without any assurance that they 
will get back what they put in?” 
he demanded. 

The audience chanted in unison 
the theme song of the evening, “No 
one can be sure.” 

State Candidates Speak. 
Although the crowd had listened 
for an hour and a haif—sometimes 
cheering and sometimes dozing— 
to a long list of State Republican 
candidates, Landon did not mention 
the State ticket or indorse any 1lo- 
cal candidate. The enthusiasm of 
the crowd was gradually whipped 
up by a professional pep generator, 
two bands, the Republican Glee 
Club, and two singers from the 
Metropolitan Opera Company.

La Follette Committee An- 
nounces Inquiry—Coer- 
cion of Labor by Payroll 
Pressure Charged. 


TO OPEN HEARINGS 
AS SOON AS POSSIBLE 


Republican Committee As- 
sails Pension Law—' 
Board Sends Statement 
to Employes in Defense.

By the Associated Press. — 

WASHINGTON, Oct, 30.—A Sen- 
ate committee prepared today to 
investigate charges of “pay enve- 
lope propaganda” against the So- 
cial Security Act. 

Senator LaMfollette (Prog.), Wis- 
consin, head of a special committee 
studying violations of civil liberties 
and labor rights, announced an in- 
quiry would start immediately into 
attempts to “infringe upon the civil 
and political rights of the working 
man through payroll pressure.” 

“The recent well-organized and 
grossly misleading attack on the 
Social Security Act,” he said, “bears 
all the earmarks of a malicious 
drive designed solely through mis- 
atatement of fact to coerce labor 
and invade the sanctity of the ballot 
box.” 

The Social Security Board had 
previously asked the Justice De- 


- partment to study posters on which, 


it said, the board’s name was 


fraudulently used.” 

“Included in the information al- 
ready received by the committee,” 
LaFollette’s statement said, “is a 
charge that an agency ... which 
admittedly has been engaged in 
anti-labor activities for a long pe- 
riod of years, is participating in 
this drive of misrepresentation and 
intimidation concerning the Social 
Security Act.” 

Republican Statement. 

La Follette’s statement followed 
an attack on the Social Security 
program by the Republican Nation- 
al Committee and the publication 
of a detailed explanation of the 
program by the Social Security 
Board, 

The committee said in a state- 
ment that “women who work a few 
years and then marry are especial- 
ly hit” by the act, 

“Every employe, man, woman 
and child, except on the farm and 
in domestic service, will be hit, but 
the young woman who works less 
than five years before becoming a 
housewife will have her pay docked 
wr because Roosevelt's Brain 

rusters planned it that way. 

“She will never get a nickel back 
even if the Government has any 
money left when she becomes 65 
years of age.” 

The committee also called the 
Social Security program “not even 
as fair as a lottery.” 

“In a lottery, there are some 
prizes,” it said. “In the Roosevelt 
New Deal pay-docking security 
pian it’s just a question of whether 
the worker gets nothing at-all, or 
just a fraction of what any insur- 
ance company would gladly agree 
to pay him on a policy involving 
the same payments.” 

Board’s Version. 

In a five-page statement ad- 
dressed to “employes of industrial 
and business establishments, fac- 
tories, shops, mines, mills, stores, 
offices and other places of busi- 
ness,” the Social Security Board 
said that “there is now a law in 
this country which will give about 
26,000,000 working people something 
to live on when they are old and 
have stopped working.” 

“Under this law the United States 
Government will send checks every 
month to retired workers, both 
men and women, after they have 
passed their sixty-fifth birthday 
and have met a few simple require- 
ments of the law,” the board con- 
tinued. 

“This Means that if you work in 
some factory, shop, mine, mill, 
store, office or almost any other 
kind of business or industry, you 
will be earning benefits that will 
come to you later on. 

“From the time you are 65 years 
old, or more, you will get a Gov- 

ernment check every month of your 
life, if you have worked some time 
(one day or more) in each of any 
five years after 1936, and have 
earned during that time a total of 
$2000 or more. 

“The checks will come to you as 
a right. You will get them regard- 
less of the amount of property or 
income you may have.”

Declares Heads of Conspiracy Are 
Hearst, Liberty League and 
Landon.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Oct. 30.—Earl 
Browder, Communist candidate for 
President, charged in speeches here 
last night that the Rev. Charles 
E. Coughlin was “part of a con- 
spiracy to bring Fascism to this 
country.” 

“The heads of that conspiracy,” 
Browder said, “are Hearst, the Lib- 
erty League and Landon.” 
Browder addressed rallies in a 
church and a small auditorium. 
These were obtained a few hours in 
advance of his speech by Com- 
munist organizers who said larger 
halls in Buffalo were barred to their 
candidate. ? 

Elaborating on his charge against 
the radio priest, Browder said, first, 
Father Coughlin had represented 
President Roosevelt as preparing a 
Communist dictatorship. 

“In the second place,” he said, 
“Father Coughlin is preparing his 
followers to use bullets against dic- 
tatorship.” 

Browder said William Randolph 
Hearst was the “real Republican 
candidate for President.” 

“Hearst visited Hitler and Mus- 
solini this summer and is. their 
American spokesman and personal 
friend,” he said. Hearst, he added, 
“is directing the Republican cam- 
paign by cable from Berlin.”

Sir Samuel How Pins Says at 
Meeting That Such Med- 
dling Is ‘Almost Always 
Disastrous.’

LONDON, Oct. 30,—Sir Samuel 

Hoare, first lord of the admiralty, 

warned the Moscow-dominated 


Comintern (Communist interna- 
tional organization) today not to 


'/ interfere with affairs in England, 


"Tt is almost always disastrous 


| to interfere in the affairs of other 


countries,” Hoare declared, address- 
ing a West End meeting. 


“Tl commend that observation to || 
‘| agents of the Comintern. They will 


find that the more they interfere 
in the domestic affairs of this coun- 
try, the worse it will react against 
their activities.” | 

His statement followed the Goy- 
ernment’s declaration in the House 
of Commons that non-intervention 
in Spain must be preserved to pre- 
vent chaos in Europe. 

“On no account must we inter- 
fere in business which does not 
concern us,” Hoare added. “It is 
necessary to say that—and say it 
most clearly—in view. of the very. 
curious vacillating attitude adopted 
by the Labor Party towards the 
civil war in Spain.” 

He referred to the action of the 
Labor Party in supporting the 
Government's policy of hands off 
Spain at the party congress recent- 
ly and then shifting to a demand 
that the Government permit Brit- 
ish sale of arms to Spain. 

Message From King. 

King Edward told Parliament to- 
day the British Government had 
“spared no pain” to check the bru- 
tality of the Spanish war and to 
keep it. within its Iberian bounda- 
ries. It was his first message to 
Parliament ag a sovereign. 

The speech was read by the Harl 
of Onslow, acting as Lord Chancel- 
lor in the illness of Viscount Hail- 
sham, on the occasion of proroga- 


tion of Parliament. The King was | 


not present. He will open the new 
Parliament in state next Tuesday. 

The Roya] Commissioners, in red 
gowns crossed with white bands, 
and wearing black cocked hats, sat 
in a row below the steps of the 
With Lord Onslow were 
Lords Stanmore, Amulree, Thank- 
erton and Atkin.

Appreciation for Sympathy. 

“IT am addressing you for the first 

time as soverign,” .the Kings ad- 
dress said. “I desire before all to 
express once more my deep appre- 
ciation of the sympathy which has 
been extended to me and my dear 
mother in every part of my domin- 
ions. 
“I am profoundly touched by the 
universal expression of affection 
and respect with which my beloved 
father was regarded and I am well 
assured that the memory of King 
George's life of devotion and un- 
remitting service will live long in 
the hearts of the people. 

“T have viewed wth concern and 
anxiety the events in Spain during 
the last three months. The Gov- 
ernment has spared no pain to pro- 
mote and encourage humanitarian 
efforts to mitigate the sufferings 
of the Spanish people. The navy 
acted in accordance with its high 
traditions, relieving distress. 

“It has been the consistent pol- 
icy of the Government to attempt 
to localize the unhappy struggle. 
With this end they seconded the 
French initiative for a non-inter- 
vention agreement and energetical- 
ly co-operated in its negotiation 
and application.” 

The message also observed that 
essential measures for strengthen- 
ing the three defense forces had 
been taken. It expressed satisfac- 
tion at the marked increase in 
British trade and employment and 
the decrease of unemployment. 

Debate in Commons. . 

Amid cries of “Butchers! Murder- 
ers!"—apparently aimed at Prime 
Minister Baldwin and his aids sit- 
ting on the front bench—Laborite 
leaders took the floor yesterday in 
the Commons and denounced the 
Government's neutrality stand. The 
debate, however, did not deyelop the 
venom which Laborite leaders had 
predicted. 

Prime Minister Baldwin said the 
British Government felt the Span- 
ish non-intervention pact had been 
broken by foreign sympathizers 
with both factions in the civil war. 

“The general impression the Gov- 
ernment has formed,” he said, “is 
that there have been some breaches, 
and arms sent to both sides, But 
they have not been anything near 
sufficient importance to cause us 
to modify our policy in regard to 
non-intervention. . 

Eden Defends Portugal. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
defended the Portuguese. Govern- 
ment against Russian charges of 
neutrality violation. 

“Not a single one of the Soviet 
charges against the Portuguese 
Government has been proven,” he 


told the legislators assembled to) 


hear their Government’s definition 
of its neutrality stand. 

“The chief complaint against the 
workings of the non-intervention 
agreement is Soviet Russia,” Eden 
continued, which charged Portugal 
with infringement. 

“We have no information whatso- 
ever to support the Soviet charges.

~ SPEECH AT CAMDEN 


Asserts Business » Improvement 
Is Result of. Planned 
Economy. 


By the Associated Press. 

CAMDEN, N. J., Oct. 30.—Fol- 
lowing is the text of President 
Roosevelt's speech here yesterday: 

I have come to Camden today 
for one perfectly valid reason: It 
is the principal city of Southern 
New Jersey, and, so far as I recol- 
lect in a somewhat varied experi- 
ence, I have never made a speech 


here before. 
Because Camden is a good cross. 
section of many different types of 


'| people who earn the living-commut- 


ers, white collar workers, factory 
workers_and shipyard workers—I 
want to say a few words about a 
subject which affects all of you— 
human security. 

We have heard much about it 
during the last three and a half 
years for the very simple reason 
that we have needed it. We have 
needed it for the farmer and for 


‘| the city dweller alike. 
You who work in offices or fac- |. 


tories or shipyards are hit when 
‘business slumps. Your future is tied 
up with the stability of the busi- 
ness in which you work. 
Many Depression Problems. 
Holding on to a job was not the 


| only problem you faced in the de- 


pression. You had to think of your 
families and your homes. You had 
to think of the savings in the 

bank. You had to think about your 
modest investments, and your in- 
surance policies and your mortgage 
payments. None of these things 
‘then was safe. : 

Today things are very different. 
Business of all kinds has begun to 
get in- the clear. You know that 
your jobs are safer—that there are 
more jobs to go around and better 
pay for jobs. The threat to your 
savings, your investments, your in- 
surance policies and your homes 
is being removed. 

None of this came by chance. 
It came because your Government 
refused to leave it to chance. It 
came because your: administration 
thought things through—thought of 
things as-a whole—planned a bal- 
anced national economy and acted 
.in a score of ways to bring it to 
pass. Today I want to mention 
only two examples out of many. 


Insured Bank Deposits. 

First, your savings. We did not 
leave ‘them to”chance. Today for 
the first time your deposits in ev- 
ery national bank and in 8000 state 
banks. throughout the. country are 
insured up to $5000—a total of 49,- 
000,000 accounts. In other words, 
98% per cent of all bank accounts 
in these banks are insured. Never 
in all our history have -we had’ as 
sound a banking structure as- to- 
day. I very much doubt if any of 
you will vote to go back to the un- 
safe banking conditions of 1932. 

And once more, I remind the na- 
tion that this month of October 


which there was not a single na- 
tional bank failuré—the first 12- 
month period in,55 years that was 
free from such failures. 

The other example I want to say 
& word about relates to the stabil- 
ity of what you and I call values. 
For 12 years before this administra- 
tion came into office, values of al- 
most every kind of property were 
running up and down like the mer- 
cury in a thermometer on a day 
in March. Raw material prices 
were varying 400 end 500 and 600 
per cent. Real estate was alter- 
nately boommg and collapsing. 


Period of Uncertainty. 

As a result the assets behind in- 
surance policies were better ‘one 
month and poorer the next. Bank- 
ers did not know what their port- 
folios would be worth from one 
month to the next. Commercial 
concerns had no assurance of the 
velue of their bills receivable. Con- 
tractors could make only — wild 
guesses in submitting their bids. 
Many stocks and bonds were worth 
crazy prices one month and very 
little the next. 

After the crash and the long 
years of despair which followed 
it, one prayer went up from the 
American people—they wanted 
something to tie to—they sought 
stability because they knew that 
without stability they could not 
héve security. 

It has been our aim first of all 
to restore values to a normal and 
proper level. It is our aim to main- 
tain them at a normal and proper 
level. In that way we believe there 
will be a greater security for the 
average American family nc: matter 
what may be the occupation of the 
members of that family. 

Our objective for all our citizens 
is to give permanence to employ- 
ment, safety to earnings, protection 
to the home and a better security 
to the average man and his fam- 
ily. Tha tcan be done. 
will carry on until it is done.

ways ras Blocked Stream 
Without Permit. 


Engineers of the Illinois Division 
of Waterways, who made an inspec- 
tion yesterday of old Cahokia Creek 
south of the new diversion canal, 
found that the Terminal Railroad 
had .filled in the creek bed under 
the trestles at five points between 
St. Clair avenue and Missouri ave- 
nue, leaving sewage and storm wa- 
ters emptying into the creek to ac- 
cumulate for want of an outlet. 

Col. Walter M. Smith, chief en- 
gineer of the Division of Water- 
ways, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the old creek bed, al- 
though no longer receiving storm 
waters from its source, is still 
classed as a natural water course, 
because it empties into a navigable 
waterway, the Mississippi. No such 
water course, Smith said, should be 
filled in until permission is obtained 
both from the Division of Water- 
ways and the War Department. 

Did Not Get Permission. 

Property owners, to whom the 
creek bed reverts, .are required 
when making a fill to install drain- 
age pipes underneath to permit wa- 
ter from upstream to run off, Smith 
explained. He said the Terminal 
had not obtained permission to 
make the fill, and the inspection to- 
day showed that the required drain- 
age pipes had not been installed. 
The Terminal, he said, would likely 
be required. to remove the fills or 
install the pipes, depending upon 
the action taken by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Otto Kerner: 

President Henry Miller of the 
Terminal declined to comment on 
the findings of the State engineers. 
Smith was shown a survey made 
by East St. Louis city engineers, 
who found that the creek still re- 
ceives the flow of nine sanitary sew- 
ers and seven storm water sewers. 
Six of the sewers lead from the 
Big Four Railroad roundhouse near 
Trendley avenue, four are from 
Terminal workshops near the relay 
depot and three are city sewers, 
eGuipped with gates. The sewer 
discharging the most sewage leads 
from the North American Frovision 
Co., emptying into the creek at Bo- 
gard avenue. Just south of this 
point the creek, blocked by a Termi- 
nal fill, causing sewage to accumu- 
late to a depth of several feet, en- 
gineers found. 


Conference Is Held. 


At a conference preceding the 
tour of inspection, means of get- 
ting the creek filled were discussed. 
Smith pointed out that the water- 
ways division had no power to com- 
pel either the owners of abutting 
property, the City of East St. Louis, 
or tHe Hast Side Levee Board to 
fill in the old bed. His organiza- 
tion, he emphasized, was concerned 
only with keeping the creek flow 
open, and his only purpose in mak- 


‘ing the survey was to familiarize 


himself with the situation so he 
could act intelligently upon requests 
for permission’ to make fills. 

Smith proposed that the Levee 
Board take steps to condemn the 
old creek bed and fill it in at its 
own expense. Edwin F. Harper, 
Levee Board engineer, protested 
that this would arouse objections 
from taxpayers, who would not 
stand for spending money to re- 
claim property that would revert 
to owners of abutting property. He 
said the Levee Board abandoned all 
jurisdiction over the creek bed 
when it obtained permission to 
build the Diversion Canal. 

Would Call Board. 

Smith then suggested that the II- 
linois Sanitary Water Board be 
called upon to inspect the creek. 
If this Board declared it a public 
“nuisance,” Smith pointed out, the 
State could compe! the property 
owners to fill in their share of the 
bed, laying pipe to care for drain- 
age. 

The question of who has juris- 
diction over the old creek is in dis- 
pute between the Levee Board and

Links, Officer Says.

Police Sergeant Everett Fisher, 


in charge of police radio, said yes- 
terday he believes that within six 


months there will be a nation-wide 
network of police radio stations in 
60 key cities. 

Eight cities, of which St. Louis 
is one, constitute the basis of the 
rapidly expanding chain. The other 
cities are New Orleans, La., Mem- 
phis, Tenn., Kansas City, Mo., Tul- 
sa, Ok., Indianapolis, Ind., Detroit, 
Mich., and Houston, Tex. The eight 
stations are known as interzone 
units and supply information to 
other units within their zone. 

“For instance” explained Sergt. 
Fisher, “if we receive a“message in 
St. Louis that concerns centra] Mis- 
souri, we are able to broadcast the 
information to Jefferson City or 
even to Kansas City. The St. Louis 
station handles messages for east- 
ern Missouri and western Illinois. 
The Kansas City station performs 
similar service for western Mis- 
souri and eastern Kansas.” 

Messages in Code. 

The St. Louis station was com- 
pleted in June and has the same 
call letters as the city broadcasting 
unit, KGPC. The equipment con- 
sists of a transmitter and four re- 
ceivers, the latter constantly tuned 
on nearby stations. Three men, a 
chief operator, and Fisher are in 
charge of transmission and recep- 
tion. Messages are sent in tele- 
graphic code, thereby making it un- 
necessary to resort to voice radio, 
available to criminals as well as po- 
lice officers. : 

The equipment was designed, 
built and installed by Sergt. Fisher 
who has been instrumental in de- 
veloping radio equipment for St. 
Louis police since he turned his 
hobby into practical use for the de- 
partment. 

Plans for the extensive network 
which Fisher says will be complet- 
ed within the half year’s time were 
perfected to a large extent at a 
meeting of police radio experts at 
Davenport, Ia., in September. When 
completed, each interzone station 
will relay messages to other sta- 
tions until] the police departments 
needing the information have been 
reached. 

Weapon Against Gangster. 

The necessity of the chain was 
stressed by Sergt. Fisher when he 
pointed out that criminals now do 
not stop at state lines and the net- 
work of code messages is the most 
practical way yet developed for ap- 
prehension of the modern gangster. 

As an example of the efficiency 
of the new system, the sergeant 
picked up a message on his desk, in 
appearance similar to any telegram 
or radiogram, that had only recent- 
ly been received. 

“Not long ago,” he said, “the sta- 
tion here received a WPPA mas- 
sage, one for all stations, from 
Memphis asking for the arrest of @ 
man on charges of stealing money 
and an automobile. By descriptions 
furnished in the message, New Or- 
leans police were able to appre- 
hend and hold him within a short 
time, something practically impos- 
sible before,

WAYS TO PRESERVE 
~ HEARING SUGGESTED 


: 


Dr. L. W. Dean Calls ‘Pro- 
gressive Deafness a Pub- 
lic Enemy. 


A warning that early signs of 
deafness and the factors which 
cause it should be heeded as soon 
as they are detected was given by 
Dr. Lee Wallace Dean, head of the 
department of otolaryngology at 
the Washington University Medical 
School, in a radio speech yester- 
day in connection with National 
Hearing Week. 

“Chronic progressive deafness 
ruins the life work of many men 
and women,” Dr. Dean said. “It is 
a scourge; it is a public enemy. 
Perhaps it is because I see more of 
this than I do of blindness that I 
am impressed by the need of its 
control.’ Lawyers, ministers, teach- 
ers all come with the same com- 
plaint; namely, that at the height 
of their success they find their 
hearing is failing and that’ they 
must give up their work. 

“Furthermore, often their otolo- 
gist has told them that little or 


nothing can be done to improve | 


their hearing. These are not per- 
sons who are old and ready to re- 
tire. The great number are in the 
early fifties, many are in the fourth 
decade and a large number between 
20 and 30 years of age. We find a 
large number who are just be- 
ginning their life work and must 
give it up because of progressive 
deafness.” 
Warning Signs. 

A serious earache in a child can 
be detected and is a good warning, 
Dr. Dean pointed out. “Yet this is 
not usually so serious so far as 
deafness later in life is concerned,” 
he continued, “as are repeated at- 
tacks of stuffiness in the ears with 
temporary mild decrease in hearing 
that accompany repeated colds or 
inflammations of the nose and 
throat. 

“I want to warn every one who 
has a child who suffers from so- 
called repeated colds that are ac- 
companied by stuffiness in the ears 
that this child when 30 or 40 years 
old may develop a progressive deaf- 
ness for which little or nothing can 
be done. Most of the ear infections 
are the result of diseases of the 
nose and throat, which can spread 
fan-like into the ears.” 

Some Suggestions. 

Dr. Dean recommended immediate 
inspection by the family physician 
or an ear doctor when stuffiness in 
the ears because of a cold is no- 
ticed. 

He pointed out that ear infec- 
tions might result from bathing or 
swimming and that prolonged chill- 
ing of the body when swimming 
makes a person susceptible to such 
infections. He urged that water be 
kept out of the ears. when swim- 
ming and that the time of swim- 
ming be limited to 30 minutes. He 
warned against lounging around on 
cold tile or around a swimming pool 
in a wet bathing suit.

FIREMEN ASK FOR VOTES 
FOR AMENDMENT NO. 2 


It Would Authorize Legislature to 
Permit Cities to Pension 
Firefighters. 

Members of the Fire Department, 
in a statement, have urged voters 
to vote for amendment No. 2 on 
next Tuesday's election ballot, 
which would authorize the Legisla- 
ture to permit municipalities to 
pension firefighters and their 
widows and minor children. The 
statement pointed out that the 
amendment was not in itself a pen- 
sion law and would cause no in- 
crease in taxes. 

Passage of an enabling act by the 
Legislature, under the amendment, 
would permit the Board of Alder- 
men here and local legislative bod- 
jes in other cities to provide pen- 
sions for aged or disabled firemen 
or the families of deceased fire- 
men. The statement declared the 
Fire Department's efficiency would 
be increased by a general pension 
system, as it would permit young 
men to be employed in place of 
older men. It added that generous 
allowance should be made because 
of the hazardous work of firemen. 

A voluntary pension plan now in 
force among firemen here provides 
$50 a month on retirement, regard- 
less of rank; $35 a month to fire- 
men’s widows and $10 a month for 
a child under 16.

WORKERS’ FEDERATION CALLS

Demands Government Suppress 
What It Regards as Fascist 
Rival Organization.

Chamber Votes for Independence 

Without Pre-War Neutrality. 

BRUSSELS, Oct. 30.—The Bel- 
gian foreign policy of “independ- 
ence without pre-war neutrality” 
was approved by the chamber yes- 
terday, 126 to 42. 

The negative votes were regis- 
tered by the Fascist-inclined Rex- 
ists, Flemish Nationalists and Com- 
munists.

FINAL DIGEST POLL 
VES LEAD TO LANDON 


‘Thirty-Two States in Which He 
Is Ahead Have 370 Elec- 
toral Votes. 


The ninth and final report of the 
Literary Digest 1936 presidential 
poll, printed in this week's issue, 
shows Gov. Landon as _ receiving 
1,293,669 votes, President Roosevelt 
972,897, and Congressman Lemke 
83,610, of a total of 2,376,523 cast 
in the poll. Landon’s vote is 56.56 
per cent, Roosevelt's 40.93 per cent, 
and that of Lemke and other minor 
candidates 2.51 per cent, of the 
total cast. 

As in the less complete reports 
of the two previous weeks, Landon 
is ahead in the poll figures of 32 
states, with 370 electoral votes, and 
Roosevelt leads in the poll figures 
of 16 states, with 161 electoral votes, 
The states where Landon leads in 
the poll figures include California, 
Arizona, Nevada, Colorado, Indi- 
ana, Wisconsin, West Virginia and 
Missouri. The states where Roose- 
velt leads in the poll figures are 
11 states of the Solid South and 
Utah, New Mexico, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky and Oklahoma. 

The Landon lead in the poll vote 
of Nevada, and the Roosevelt lead 
in New Mexico, are both by a very 
small number, in relatively small 
state votes. Each of these states 
has three electoral votes. 

Fewer Voters Polled Than in ‘’32. 

The total number of votes polled 
this year is 77 per cent of the total 
of four years ago, which was 3,- 
064,497. The 1932 poll forecast the 
election of President Roosevelt, giv- 
ing him 474 electoral votes, where- 
as he actually received 472. The 
1932 poll, however, erred in both 
directions, the errors counterbal- 
ancing each other. It gave Pennsyl- 
vania to Roosevelt, though Hoover 
carried it in the election, and it 
gave Massachusetts and New Jer- 
sey to Hoover, though they were 
carried by Roosevelt. 

Regarding this year’s poll, the 
Literary Digest says: “Are the fig- 
ures correct? We make no claim at 
this time for their absolute ac- 
curacy.” It calls attention to the 
closeness of the poll vote in some

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7 RESULTS OF THE ELECTION CLEAN-UP. 

That the St. Louis Hlection Board’s unprecedented 
precautions for the balloting next Tuesday have been 
justified is proved by the results thus far. 

The registration of Sept.’ 21-24 took place under 
the supervision of the new board. It was followed 
by the customary canvass. by precinct election offi- 
cials, which resulted.in removal of 1787 names from 
the registration books.’ The board determined to 
make a closer examination, however, and appointed 
1878 special deputies with no political sponsorship 
to conduct a complete re-canvass. 

As a result of this second sifting of registrants, 
4567 more names have now been removed from the 
books. A large percentage of these were obviously 
ghost voters, as is shown by two facts: that the num- 
ber removed was largest in the Fourth, Fifth and Sixth 
wards, strongholds of machine politicians, and that 
only 121 of the 4567 persons removed appeared be- 
fore the board in an attempt to defend their regis- 
trations. 

The board is working not only to weed out the 
voters but to weed out election officials.. As a result 
of its efforts in this direction, 187 judges. and clerks 
hired by the old board have been fired, and 471 have 
resigned. It will be necessary for the board to se- 
lect 2382 persons for service at the polls next Tues- 
day. These choices are being made with the same 
careful scrutiny that has gone into all the interview- 
ing and investigation which has occupied the full 
time of the -board since it took office.

President Roosevelt was a candidate in 1932 on a 
platform committed to repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, and this came to pass, with his sup- 
port, early in his administration. It would seem that 
this momentous event would serve for some time to 
make Mr. Roosevelt immune to the charge of prohi- 
bitionist sympathies, but such is not the case. 

An organization of women working for Gov. Lan- 
don’s candidacy brings up the-issue. It rises to ask, 
“Has Roosevelt switched on the liquor question?” The 
reason for wondering about this is the fact that Con- 
gress last March appropriated $10,000 toward the ex- 
penses of the convention of the World’s Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union, to be held in this coun- 
try next June. This appropriation was, to be sure, 
a curious proceeding, but the fact remains that Con- 
gress frequently votes funds for international con- 
ventions held in this country. 

To cite the episode as a reason, why citizens should 
vote for Landon is just as much out of bounds as the 
effort on the other side of the political fence, partici- 
pated in by Mayor Dickmann and others, to make it 
appear that Landon’s election might bring back pro- 
hibition. 

The Republican nominee has declared that prohi- 
bition is a dead issue, and Mr. Roosevelt probably 
would say the same if anybody asked him. The issue 
has no legitimate place in this campaign, and any 
effort by partisans of either candidate to drag it in 
is—or should be—just so much wasted energy.

The true explanation is that the 
British press is forbidden by a re- 
cently enacted law to make a pub- 
lic spectacle out of any divorce 
case.

For 
the theory of the English law is 
that the divorce itself is a public 
matter, but that the individuals 
concerned have a right to be pro- 
tected against the commercialized 
exploitation of their private affairs. 

In the Simpson case, there has 
existed also a gentlemen’s agree- 
ment among the publishers of news- 
papers that they would not turn it 
into a circus. But this agreement, 
though it is undoubtedly actuated 
in part by deference for the Crown, 
js thoroughly in accord with the 
spirit of the new British law. 

For, under the British law, Mrs. 


- Simpson has the right not to have 


her personal life treated as a pub- 
lic spectacle. The law is designed 
to protect her in that right. But 
pecause of her friendship with the 
King, she might have been deprived 
of that right. The gentlemen’s 
agreement protects her in a right 
in En-

It is interesting to ask ourselves 
whether the British practice or our 
own makes for the greater freedom 
in human society. For, in law and 
in custom, British newspapers do 


yp not have the same privileges as 


ours. Here, broadly speaking, the 
press can print almost anything 
about anybody, subjectionly to an 
extremely cumbersome, expensive 
and embarrassing procedure for li- 
bel. The individual who gets into 
court, say in a divorce case, or is 
charged with a crime and brought 
to trial, is almost without protec- 
tion against publicity. 

In England, on the other hand, 
the freedom of the individual is pro- 
tected by law along with the free- 
dom of the press. The kind of 


Though liberty is cherished in 
this country, our liberty is defective 
in that the rights of the individual 
are not sufficiently proteeted, Mr. 
Hearst, for , is properly 
outraged when a Senate ittee 
ransacks his files and publishes his 
communications with his editors. 
But Mr. Hearst will gladly publish 
any bit of gossip .bout Mrs. Simp- 
son that he can lay his hands on. 
_ Mr. Hearst as a publisher can 
subject Mrs. Simpson or a college 
professor or anyone else to any kind 
of torture and indignity, and they 
have no recourse. “They cannot 
answer him effectively. They can- 
not hold him to account. But for 
himself, under the principle. of the 
freedom of the press, he claims an 
immunity which his papers concede 
to no individual who comes under 
the harrow. .

There is something very lopsided 
about that situation, and American 
liberty is far from being as secure 
as it should be while that situation 
exists. Our laws and customs do 
not adequately protect the indi- 
vidual against the invasion of his 
private rights. If he is charged 
with a crime, -he is tried not only in 
the courts but simultaneously and 
often previously in the yellow press. 
If he goes into court seeking a di- 
vorce or to enforce some other 
right which the law gives him, he 
must not only prove his case before 
the judge and jury but expose his 
whole private life as well. The 
thing has gone so far that a man 
who takes a woman out to dinner 
in a restaurant may hear a few 
days later over the radio that he 
is that way about her. 

In fact, the American public has 
become curiously insensitive to pri- 
vate rights. The courts, in criminal 
cases, in divorce cases, in cases 
where the evidence is sensational, 
are shamefully timid in asserting 
their own decorum and in protect- 
ing the individual. Congress con- 
tinually abuses most gravely its 
own prerogatives, Individuals are 
attacked in debates, they are 
charged, tried and condemned in 
legislative hearings, without any of 
the ordinary legal protection that 
every man is supposed to enjoy. 

Where individual rights are not 
jealously protected, freedom is im- 
perfect and its foundations are pre- 
carious. For men become subser- 
vient, timid, and they lose the hab- 
its of self-reliance when they feel 
they are defenseless.

A Previous Handicap. 

Conductor Viadimir Golschmann’s 
last performance of the Eroica in 
the Municipal Auditorium was be- 


set by such an acoustic ‘handicap 
‘that it was hard-to determine just 
what his intentions were. Single- 
ness of effect was impossible to 
realize when instruments were being 
robbed of their essential quality and 
the orchestral choirs were falling 
apart from one another. But the 
orchestra now has resonance and 
tonal perspective and more precise 
cynamic distinctions are now pos- 
sible. Modeling is no longer 4a 
matter of guesswork. The problem, 
if any, that now exists is one of 
‘mastering occasional after-rever- 
berations. 

With an orchestra that had depth 
and roundness and with leading 


realized harmonic values, Mr. 
Golschmann, could—and did__give a 
performance that had an inexorable 
onward movement and that was 
also rich in variety and inward 
stresses. The Eroica symphony, in 
brief, lived up to its name. And 
though nothing beyond that need 
be said, one feels impelled to men- 
tion, in particular, Mr. Golschmann’s 
success in making each climax of 
the first movement overtop. the 
preceding one right up to those 
shattering, hair-raising dissonances 
in the development section.

Other Parts of Program. 

Though the symphony, as I have 
said, dealt a severe blow to other 
memories of the concert, the play- 
ing of the orchestra in the first half 
should not be passed over. The 
“Lohengrin” prelude, in fact, of- 
fered just as many problems which 
were just as successfully met. The 
harmonics in those really celestial 
opening measures in the strings 
were not only in tune—a fairly in- 
frequent occurrence—but achieved 
that intended special quality with- 
out which the gradual expansion 
and contraction that follows loses 
much of its significance. The plas- 
ticity of the-orchestra also made 
the “Pines of Rome” continuously 
interesting despite its rather ob- 
vious prettiness.

The Federal 
payroll has reached the staggering 
sum of one billion five hundred 
million dollars a year. 

As I said at Chicago, any one at 
all familiar with what has been 
going on could almost count on the 
fingers of one hand foolish experi- 
ments the Government could cut 
out. and save at least a © billion 
dollars any time it wanted to. 

Pledges Self to Cut Waste. 

I pledge myself to put an end to 
extravagance and waste. I pledge 
myself to stop the policy that glori- 
fies spending. I-pledge myself to 
balance the budget. 

And what is the President going 
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I come finally to the underlying 
fundamental issue of this 
campaign. This is the question of 
ther our Amercian form of gov- 
ernment is to be preserved. 

Let. us turn once more to the 
record. 

The President has been respon- 
sible for nine acts declared un- 
constitutional by the Supreme 
Court. , 

He has publicly urged Congress 


to a law, even though it had 


stitutionality. 

He has publicly belittled the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 

He has publicly suggested that 
the Constitution is an outworn 
document, 

He has retained in high office 
men outspoken in their contempt 
for the American form of govern- 
ment. 

Deprived States of Rights. 

He has sponsored laws which 
have deprived states of their con- 
stitutional rights. 

Every one of these actions—and 
the list is by no means complete— 
strikes at the heart of the Amer- 
ican form of government. 

Our Constitution is not a lifeless 
piece of paper. It is the under- 
lying law of the land and the char- 
ter of the liberties of our people. 
The people, and they alone, gave it 
life. The people, and they alone, 
have the right to amend or destroy 
it. Until the people in their com- 
bined wisdom decide to make the 
change, it is the plain duty of the 
people’s servants to keep within the 
Constitution. It is the plain mean- 
ing of the oath of office that they 
shall keep within the Constitution. 

Our Federal system allows great 
leeway. But if changes in our civi- 
lization make amendment-to the 
Constitution desirable it should be 
amended. It has been amended in 


| the past. It can be in the future. 


On Record As to Amendment. 

I have already made my position 
clear on this question. I am on 
record that if proper working con- 
ditions cannot be regulated by the 
states, I shall favor a constitution- 
al amendment giving the states the 
necessary powers. 


the President with respect to the 
Constitution? Does he believe 
changes are required? If so, will 
an amendment be submitted to the 
people, or will he attempt to get 
around the Constitution by tamper- 
ing with the Supreme Court? 

The answer is: No one can be 
sure. 
Moral and Spiritual Recovery. 

We want more than a materia! 
recovery in this country. We want 
a moral and spiritual recovery as 
well. We have been allowing ma- 
terial things to obscure the great 
religious and spiritual values. But 
life is more than bread. Character 
is the supreme being. We have 
been weakening those very quali- 
ties upon which character is built. 
It would be tragedy if in our at- 
tempt to win prosperity we should 
lose our own souls. It would be 
an overwhelming disaster if we 
should forget that it is righteous- 
ness that exalteth a nation. 

Forty-eight hours from tonight, 
standing where I am standing, 
there will be a President of the 
United States. He will be seeking 
re-eiection. 

A little more than forty-eight 
hours after he has spoken, the 
American people will be streaming 
to the polls. 

Here dnce again“I ask him to 
speak what is in his mind. It is 
his duty, not only as President, but 
also as an American, to tell us 
what his purposes, and intentions 
really are. It is his duty, as it is 
my duty, to trust the “combined 
wisdom of the people.” For the 
Constitution, which he swore to up- 
hold, stands squarely on the “com- 
bined wisdom of the people.” When 
the ballot speaks, it speaks the 


“combined wisdom of the people.” 
Trust Must Be Mutual. 

The people of this country will 
not trust a man who does not 
trust them. If he trusts them he 
will answer the questions being 
asked from one end of the coun- 
try to the other. 

Does he favor reviving the 
principles of the National Re- 
covery Act? Or does he favor the 
American system of free initiative? 

Does he favor reviving the prin- 
ciples of the agricultural adjust- 
ment act? Or does he favor al- 
lowing the farmer to be a lord on 
his own farm? 


Does he favor concentrating more 
and more power in the hands of 
the Chief Executive? Or does he 
favor a return to the American 
form of government? 

These three things are insep- 
arable. If he wants the AAA, he 
must have the NRA. If he wants 
the NRA, he must have the AAA. 
And both are impossible without in- 
creased powers for the Chief Exec- 
utive. 

Challenge to Roosevelt. 

And so, in closing this meeting, 
I leave a challenge with the Presi- 
dent. I say to him: Mr. President, 
I am willing to trust the people.

Lesson for America.

For 
atime they borrow to meet their 
expenses.

Chrysanthemum Display to Be 
First Attraction at 
Conservatory. 


The new Jewel Box floral con- 


gervatory at Wells and McKinley 
arives, Forest Park, construction 
of which is nearly complete at a 

cost of $120,000, including outside 
walks and pools, will be opened 
shout Nov. 15 with a chrysanthe- 


mum display. 
Tropical plants from the old 


Jewel Box, together with several 
truckloads of new purchases, al- 
ready have been moved into the 
new floral house and planted 
sgainst the glass walls as a per- 
manent background for the Park 
Department flower displays. Jo- 
seph M. Darst, Director of Public 
welfare, said, however, plans for 
the opening of the new Jewel Box 


to the public had -not been com- 
pleted and would be announced 
jater. 
The building is a distinct: de- 
rture from the customary peaked 
or arched design of greenhouse 
construction, in order to get the 
maximum amount of light intensity 
in winter, to prevent hail damage, 
and to avoid the costly and un- 
sightly whitewashing of greenhouse 
ass in summer to reduce heat and 
light, William C. E. Becker, city en- 
gineer, in charge of design and con- 
struction, said. 

Four Setbacks in Side Wallis. 


Four setbacks, similar to those 
of a modern skyscraper, step. the 
side walls in, the perpendicular 
surfaces being of glass and the 
horizontal surfaces of composition 
roofing. The height of the build- 
ing, 50 feet, is calculated to lessen 
the shadow. intensity from the 
solidly-roofed surfaces, while the 
high walls will admit sufficient 
light. The conservatory is 145 feet 
long and 55 wide, providing 2750 
square feet of planting and display 
space. 

To get uniform distribution. of 
light at different seasons of the 
year in relation to the course of 
the sun, the building was set true 
north and south, Becker said. 
There are 15,000 square feet of glass 
in the walls, consisting of double- 
strength panes 24 by 26 inches, 
fastened in place with copper glaz- 
ing strips to prevent disjoining 
either way in case a high wind 
should cause suction within the 
building. 

While proportion and pleasing ef- 
fect were considered in the design, 
Becker said, the modernistic ap- 
pearance of the new Jewel Box did 
not result from an attempt to fol- 
low the present architectural trend, 
but from light requirements,  In- 
tide shades will be provided to ex- 
clude intense light and heat in 
midsummer. 

Design Based on Experiments. 

The new greenhouse design was 
based on experiments made by 
Becker and Dr. H. R. Grummann 
of Washington University in For- 
est Park and various greenhouse 
models to test light intensity. Ex- 
periments showed that the light in- 
tensity in the old Jewel Box as re- 
corded on scientific instruments 
was only 15.5 per cent of the ‘out- 
door light, while in a model of the 
new conservatory design, the maxi- 
mum light intensity was equal to 
outdoors, and the minimum, only 
about half. 

“In designing the conservatory,” 
Becker said, “we attempted to re- 
tain the popular appeal that the 
old Jewel Box had, and reduced the 
Size as far as could be consistent 
With other factors.” 


Eight steel arches support the | 


tides and the roof of the conserva- 
tory, and with other steelwork, are 
painted aluminum, to prevent a fun- 
gus growth that attacks oil paint. 
Outside copper spouts and strips 
tre treated with acid to turn them 
green, and woodwork is painted to 
match. 
Steam Heat System. 

A steam heat system, controlled 
by thermostats, with an oil burner, 
ls operating. The boiler room is at 
the rear of the conservatory, be- 
low the surface of the ground. 

The front entrance, which extends 
out from the building, is cut stone, 
and the terrace, flagstone. 

Workmen are now engaged in 
completing a large reflection: pool, 
13 by 60 feet, on a lower eleva- 
tion in front of the conservatory, 
which is intended to serve in con- 
nection with night lighting effects. 
Two smaller pools, to be used for 
displaying water lilies, flank the 
central pool. Ornamental cement 
Walks, beaded with Ozark red 
granite, and bordered black, also 
are being constructed. 

Landscaping about around the 
building will be extensive, and 
thousands of colored foliagé plants 
have been propagated in the Park 

partment greenhouses for a for- 
mal designed garden next spring. 

About 8000 crysanthemum plants 
are in bud in the greenhouses for 
the opening display, and the green- 
Ouse gardeners are attempting 
'o bring the earlier and later va- 
tieties in bloom close together for

Cash to Recondition Streets to 
Be Supplemented by 
$59,000 From City. 


An allocation of $405,260 to re- 
condition 238% miles of Hast St. 
Louis brick streets has been made 
by the Works Progress Administra- 
tion. Federal funds are to be sup- 
plemented with $59,738 contributed 
by the city, bringing total cost of 
the undertaking to $464,908. 

Twelve miles of the tracks for 
merly used by street cars of the 
East St. Louis Railway Co. will be 
removed, the salvage, estimated at 
$37,000, to be counted as a part of 
the city’s contribution. The tracks 
were turned over to the city when 
the street car company abandoned 
gervice last November. 

Bricks in the streets, forming ir 
regular surfaces from long use, are 
to be removed, cleaned and relaid 
on a new sand cushion, to which 
crushed limestone screenings will 
be added. Defective bricks will be 
replaced with new ones, and the 
joints filled. 

Work is scheduled to begin about 
Dec. 1. A maximum of 1267 men 
will be employed for five months, 
Most of them will be transferred 
from the East Side Levee Board's 
drainage ditch reconditioning pro}- 
ect and paid the prevailing county 
WPA wage rates. 

The principal streets to be recon- 
ditioned are: Collinsville avenue 
from Broadway to St. Clair avenue; 
Broadway from Eads Bridge to 
Tenth street; Missouri avenue from 
the relay depot to Fourteenth 
street; Ilylinois avenue from Collins 
ville avenue to Tenth street; State 
street from Tenth to Thirty-eighth 
street; St. Clair avenue from First 
to Thirteenth street; Piggott avenue 
from Sixth to Fifteenth street; 
Brady avenue from Main to Tenth 
street; Twerty-fourth street from 
Ridge avenue to St..Clair avenue; 
Thirty-third street from Ridge ave- 
nue to Summit avenue; Gaty ave 
nue from Tenth to Eighteenth 
street; College avenue from Tenth 
to Nineteenth street; Summit ave 
nue from Collinsville avenue to Six- 
teenth street; and Seventh street 
from Broadway to St. Cleir avenue.

WHOLESALE COMMODITY 
PRICES SHOW SLIGHT DROP 


Decline in Quotations on Food and 
Farm Products Largely Re-

Declining food and farm products 
prices, the department says, were 
largely responsible. Farm products 
prices went from 84.7 to 84.2 per 
cent of their 1926 average over a 
week’s period. Foods declined from 
82.5 to 82.1. 

The general price level was 81.1 
per cent of its 1926 average, com- 
pard with 81.2 per cent the prev- 
ious week and 80.3 per cent the cor- 
responding week last year. 

A decline of three per cent in 

prices received by farmers for their 
products on Oct. 15 compared with 
prices a month earlier is reported 
by the Agriculture Department. 
* Prices for farm products the mid- 
dle of this month were 121 per cent 
of the pre-war average compared 
with 124 per cent on Sept. 15. De- 
clines for all agricultural cémmo- 
dities except chickens and eggs are 
reported. Thé average price level 
was 12 per cent higher than in Oc- 
tober last year.

Appoints Six Americans as 
Members—No Conflict With 
Church, He Declares.

VATICAN CITY, Oct. 30.—Mod- 
ern scierice and divine revelation 
have no cause for conflict, Pope 
Pius declared today in establishing 
a pontifical academy of scientists. 

ix American scientists were 
crosen by the Pope to be. among 
the first members of the new acad- 
emy. 

Ordering the foundation of the 
institution, the Pope published a 
“motu proprio” decree, stating:. 

“In our times in the ‘scientific 
world, the tendency towards re- 
ligion is becoming evermore pro- 
nounced. Science, in fact, never 
finds itself in contradiction with 
the truth of the Christian faith. 

“The Council of the Vatican has 
solemnly asserted that science and 
faith are not in conflict but that

F the sale of the Browns goes

There is no rea- 
son for any child, living abroad, to 
say she has too many letters unless 
gome of the American children give 
their names around. We have no 
possible way of knowing that. 

In regard to selecting the coun- 
tries that league members wish to 
correspond with, I shall explain our 
system. At one time we did have 
the selective system, but found that, 
although it made the American 
children very happy the foreign 
ehildren quite often became impa- 
tient waiting for their countries to 
be selected from this side. In or- 
der to keep the names moving sys- 
tematically, we find it better to se- 
lect the names and addresses and 
match them up for special inter- 
ests, sex and ages.

F you go back to the old mean- 
[ine of the word that an adven- 

turer is one who seeks adventure, 
then Erro] Flynn is it. Errol has 
been after adventure all his life and 
has found it, too, in a lot of dif- 
ferent ways. Went into films on 
the promise that he would be al- 
lowed to play only exciting parts, 
which he did in “Captain Blood,” 
when he was a pirate, and in “The 
Charge of the Light Brigade” where 
he led the British lancers against 
the Russians at Balaklava. Bala- 
klava, in this instance, being right 
on the outskirts of Hollywood. 
Then, a little bit milder in the way 
of excitement, Adventurer Flynn 
found adventure in “Green Light” 
and right now he is winding up 
“Another Dawn.” Just as soon as 
the cameras fold up on that opus, 
Mr. Flynn will be off for the South 
Seas to stir up some genuine ex- 
citement on his own hook. 

Now you never can tell about 
this boy Flynn. He may say good- 
bye to Hollywood, promising to 
send postcards from the Fiji Islands 
and turn up in Siberia. But, if 
present plans are carried out, in 
just about a mioxth he will be prow- 
ling around in a bunch of ruins on 
the island of Ponape, in the Caro- 
lines, somewhere, we believe, 
around the second corner to the 


left on the Pacific after leaving 
Los Angeles. 


Flynn will have his motion pic- 
ture camera with him to photo- 
graph the ruins in natural color. 
He also hopes to do a bit of ama- 
teur archaelogical work in the ruins 
with Dr. Herman F. Erben, former 
member of the Rockefellér Insti- 
tute, who will accompany him on 
the trip. Permission to visit and 
photograph the ruins was obtained 
by Flynn directly through Prince 
Konoye, Premier of Japan, because 
of the actor’s close friendship with 
the Prince’s son. The Caroline 
islands are a Japanese mandate. 

After visiting Ponape and its 
ruins, Flynn and Dr. Erben, who was 
associated with the ex-soldier of 
fortune on many of his adven- 
tures in the South Sea Islands, 
Australia and New Guinea, will pro- 
ceed to Borneo, where they will 
penetrate into the jungles to pho- 
tograph background material for 
“The White Rajah,” a picture play 
Flynn wrote and in which he will 
play the title role. He expects to 
be absent from Hollywood about 


four or five months.

Gary his childhood, the mem- 


ory of his famed ancestor, 
Fletcher Christian, who led the 
mutiny on the Bounty, has exerted 
a powerful influence upon the ca- 
reer of Errol Flynn, Irish soldier- 
of-fortune-turned-movie-star. It was 
from his maternal grandfather 
that Flynn first learned that his 
ancestry could be traced directly 
to Christian. Errol was only 6 or 7 
years old at the time, but he re- 
members vividly the tales his 
grandfather told of Bligh’s high-

A few days after Errol had lis- 
tened to one such story, Errol’s 
mother, Marelle Flynn, heard a se- 
ries of blood-curdling screams 
emanating from the back yard of 
their Belfast home.

young Errol, in his concentration 
on the business at hand, was using 
the blunt edge of the knife.

Nearly 20 years later Flynn por- 
trayed his celebrated ancestor in 
a motion picture based on the story 
of the Bounty. While the picture 
was not particularly helpful to his 
screen career, it having been filmed 
by a small independent English 
company operating in the South 
Seas, it did serve to inject the 
virus of the dramatic germ into the 
veins of its star and from that 
moment, his whale ambition was 
pointed toward the theater. 


* ° * 


IRCUMSTANCES which marked 

Flynn as an adventurer began to 

happen early in his life. Born in 
1908 near Belfast, he attended pri- 
vate school there for a time. He 
transferred to Cambridge when his 
father, Prof. Theodore Fiynn, a bi- 
ologist and an authority on mar- 
suplials—you know, animals which 
carry their young in pouches—went 
to the university there to lecture 
on his favorite subject. 

Flynn has a distinct recollection 
that his father’s laboratory at the 
university included many strange 
animals: a Tasmanian devil, a smali 
animal somewhat like an otter but 
very mean and vicious; a Tasmani- 
an tiger, a porcupine, many varie- 
ties of fiwh and, most interesting 
of all to the embryonic adventurer, 
a duckbill platypus. | 

Flynn used to spend hours in his 
father’s laboratory drawing mental 
pictures of the faraway lands 
whence came all these strange crea- 
tures. 

From Cambridge young Errol 
went to Paris, where he lived 
for six months with his mother. 
His principal achievement during 
this period was the acquisition of 
a smattering of French. 

Flynn’s first great adventure 
came at the age of 12, when he 
sailed half way around the world 
to Tasmania with his parents and 
2-year-old sister, Rosemary. While 
he attended school, his father gath- 
ered material for papers he Was 
writing on the fauna of the land. 


‘The elder Flynn was especially in- 


terested in kangaroo rats, and he 
paid an excellent bounty for every 
animal he received. During one 
vacation period, young man- 
aged to break the rat market by 
trapping so many of the little 
rodents that his father discontin- 
ued the practice of purchasing the

splendid collection of animals, in- 
cluding eight duckbill platypuses. 
Six died en route to England and 
Errol managed to kill one of the 
two survivors by climbing into the 
tank in which the amphibious crea- 
tures were kept the better to in- 
apect them. 


On his return to England, young 
Fiynn was placed in St. Paul's 
Academy. Already imbued with a 
potent case of the wanderlust, his 
adventuresome tactics got him 
promptly expelled. A few months 
later, he was expelled from Kings 
College in Dublin because the head 
master considered him a “disturb- 
ing influence.” 

Meanwhile young Flynn had been 
doing a lot of amateur boxing. In 
1928, he was chosen as a member 
of the British Oiympic boxing team. 
He was knocked out by Eddie 
Egan, the American intercollegiate 
heavyweight bi:xing champion. 

Soon after that disturbing inc!- 
dent, Flynn, then 20 years old, voy- 
aged again to the antipodes with 
his father. He was left in college 
at Sydney while his father contin- 
ued his research in Tasmania. Er- 
rol’s educational career in Sydney 
wae briefer even than in St. Paul's

structor’s entrance into the lec- 
ture room, were to stand in a body 
and overturn their desks.

way—will find it quite a novelty to 
go somewhere, anywhere, with plen- 
ty of money at his command. Not 
so sure, either that he is pleaséd 
at the prospect. On the set the oth- 
er day, he drove his hand far down 
in his trouser’s pocket and pulled 
out a neat little fold of bills, held 
together with a gold clasp. 

“When you have money,” he an- 
nounced, “any money, some of the 
kick is gone out of life.

“There was a time in Sydney, 
Australia,” he began. “I slept on 
and under newspapers in a park 
for four nights. Newspapers make 


_warm bedding. Then on the fifth 


day got a job asa bottle smeller.” 

“Bottle smeller?” 

“Yes. With a soft drink manu- 
facturer. There was a big pile of 
bottles and I was to sort them by 
smell, Those that had had kero- 
sene or turpentine or something 
like that in them, I put on one side. 
Those that didn’t smell, I put on 
the other. 

“It was hard work. I quit at the 
end of the first day, collected my 
pay and went back to the park on 
a street car. People laughed at me. 
I found a mirror and saw that I 
had a circular smudge around my 
nose.: And I coulkin’t smell any- 
thing for weeks. 

“There was another time in 
Cavieng, New Guinea, when I 
didn’t have enough money to pay a 
fine. All the white men there 
were close friends. A Chinese 
coolie insulted me grossly. I hit 
him and he fell and whacked his 
head against a post. He com- 
plained to the police. 

“I had to appear before the Brit- 
ish magistrate, a very good friend. 
I told my story, but I called the 
Judge by his first name and he 
didn't like that. He fined me 11 
pounds. I didn’t have 11 pounds 
or even 11 shillings, but the magis- 
trate didn’t know that. 

“The boat I wanted to catch to 
another port was due in about a 
week. I asked the ‘court’ what the 
alternative punishment would be 
if I didn’t pay the fine.” 

*“T'l have to jail you,’ he said, 
‘for about a week.’

“T don’t mean to say I enjoy be- 
ing without money. I just miss 
finding no money in my pocket. 
That has led to some of the most 
interesting incidents of my life. I 
don’t know how this trip will pan 
out, what with having an elephant 
gun in one hand, a motion picture 
camera in the other and a letter of 
credit in my pocket. Anyway, 
will be a new experience.”

But if we are honorable teachers 
we do not try to force that day by 
as much as one minute. 

There is no hurry about train- 
ing a child. He has a lifetime al- 
lotted him. We do our part well 
if we wait upon his signals and 
attend when he calls. Pushing, 
making time by robbing infancy, 
results in disaster. Wait a little 
and follow the child, and you will 
arrive in good time and in better 
heart.
